Pickford and Marie Dressler, who then weighed 
almost 300 pounds—as President Roosevelt has 
good cause to remember—addressed the meet- 
ing. 

A temporary wooden railing bounded the 
speakers’ platform on the steps. When it came 
time for Miss Dressler to speak she insisted on 
standing on the railing, frail though it was, 
to address the crowd. So a policeman and the 
husky young Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
dubiously hoisted her onto the railing and held 
her there. Near the conclusion of’ Miss Dress- 
ler’s really inspiring address, just as she swung 
into her peroration, the railing gave way. She 
fell, every ounce and pound, on top of and flat- 
tened out the young man who was destined 
eventually to become the only man ever elected 
to three terms in the Presidency. 

A few years before her death, Miss Dressler 
was the guest of President and Mrs. Roosevelt 
at the White House. A laughing President 
reminded Miss Dressler that it was no fault of 
hers that he was still living and the idol of 
the stage and movie public chuckled and said: 


“That was the turning point of my life. I 
really took to dieting seriously after that.”

DESPITE THE PRESSURE of work, a 
Chief Executive must keep himself informed 
by reading the cream of the new books pub- 
lished continuously. President Roosevelt esti- 
mates that, like the late President Theodore 
Roosevelt, he skims through six books a week 
and reads one, He “skims” at the rate of 100 
pages an hour, and reads at the rate of 30. 


The tremendously increased volume of 
work leaves the President practically no time 
at all to devote to cataloguing and arranging 
the contents of the national library at the 
Roosevelt estate at Hyde Park. This was a 
task in which he found rest and relaxation 
in less crowded days. 


It seems to rest this big man, oppressed 
with all but insupportable cares, even to talk 
about such pet projects as the library, or his 
forestation program at Hyde Park. His face 
lights up and the years and cares fall away 
as momentarily he talks of things near and 
dear to his heart, the little pleasures for which 
his overwhelming job leaves neither time nor 
energy.

LAST YEAR, because of a drouth, there were 
no Christmas trees to sell from the Hyde Park 
home. The President lost about 25,000 trees, 
but last spring, an additional 50,000 seedlings 
were planted. Of course, they will not be 
ready for tinsel and popcorn and shining 
angels for several years. But he will market 
about 1200 trees this season, enough, he esti- 
mates as seriously as the average citizen, to 
help with the local taxes. Within a few years, 
he expects to market 10,000 trees annually, 
and further alleviate the tax situation. 

It seems a fair question to ask if this inde- 
fatigable man ever sleeps. The answer is 
indeed, yes! President Rooseveit has the great- 
est admiration for persons who can survive 
with less than eight hours sleep nightly. There 
is, for example, Mrs. Roosevelt. Six hours 
sleep and she is as fresh as a daisy. But the 
President requires eight hours sleep a night, 
and usually gets it.

ALTHOUGH HE HAS four more years in 
office—years whose portent literally staggers 
the mind of man, years which may be among 
the most important in the earth’s history—he 
already knows what he wants to do when he 
retires from office. He wants to spend days, 
when he feels the urge, with that neglected 
stamp collection. He wants to catalogue it and 
help with the cataloguing of the Hyde Park 
library. And he wants to go to Warm Springs, 
where he has spent so many happy, beneficial 
hours and where he has so little time to go 
nowadays. ° 

And finally, he wants to write, That, says 
the President with a broad smile, is exactly 
what a lot of people are most afraid he'll do! 

In the meantime, the problem which interests 
him most is keeping America out of what he 
refers to as that “mess” abroad. He is firmly 
determined that America shall not be actively 
drawn into any war or wars.

BUT FOR ALL the unremitting pressure and 
never-ending responsibility of his days, the 
President retains his old, hilarious sense of 
humor. He says it sees him through the tough 
spots. No one has enjoyed the endless Roose- 
velt stories as much as he. He has made a 
collection of them and at the moment is a 
little disappointed that no good Roosevelt 
stories have appeared in recent months, 

However, he thinks he knows the reason why. 
He doesn’t believe Wall Street, where most of 
the best stories originate, is slipping. He 
simply believes that in the heat of a campaign, 
men get too mad to think up good yarns. At 
such times they can only sputter, and sputter- 
ing doesn’t make for brisk, bright stories. 

Now that the sputtering is over, he is con- 
vinced that good, salty stories about himeslf 
will begin to roll in once more to enliven his 
days. 

And no one will deny that Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt is the man who can take it!

Cooking Queries 


RS. C. T. F. asks: “What 
M:: the difference between 

stewed chicken and fri- 
cassed chicken, or isn’t there 
any?” 

Stewed chicken and fricassed 
chicken are very much the same 
thing, in that both use hens or 
less tender fowl which are made 
tender by long slow cooking 
with moist heat. In _ general, 
stewed chicken is prepared by 
simmering in just enough water 
to cover until it is tender; the 
broth is then thickened as for 
any meat stew, and the pieces 
of chicken are served in this 
thickened broth. For chicken 
fricasse, the pieces of chicken 
are dredged in flour, browned 
in butter or other fat, and then 
braised by adding a _ small 
amount of water, covering and 
cooking slowly on top of the 
stove or in the oven until very 
tender. The liquid is thickened 
and added to, and served as 
gravy.

“I have heard that pork chops

Soft-muscled legs may be 
made more shapely by exercises 
that strengthen and develop the 
muscles, plus a balanced diet to 
add needed pounds of flesh. Large 
calves cannot be reduced by exer- 
cise if the size is due to muscle and 
bone development, but exercises 
may help make such legs more 
shapely by increasing the tapering 
from ankle to calf. 


Try these exercises: 


Point your toes downward as 
far as they can go, then bring 
them upward toward the leg. Now, 
holding the leg steady, draw an im- 
aginary circle with the toes. 


For the calf muscles: Sit down 
and cross the legs, Bend your free 
foot downward as far and as hard 
as you can. Now bend it upward, 
turning the foot as if you’re trying 
to see the sole. Do the same exer- 
cise with the other foot. 

High-stepping: Lift the right 
thigh quickly upward toward the 
chest, then the left, so that you're 
doing a high-step. 

Bicycling exercise: Lie down, 
place your hands on your hips: 
bring your legs up in the air and 
raise your hips up as far as you 
can. Now move the legs as if 
you're riding a bicycle. 


Walking with the toes pointed 
straight ahead is the correct way 
to walk, and it looks best, too, 
When the toes are pointed outward 
the gait is ungainly and the line 
of the legs and knee is spoiled.

They’ re Fishing for Friends by Short Wave Radio 


The National Broadcasting Co. Is Building Feeling 
of Friendship in the Hearts of Listeners South of 
United States With Its Programs—Some Performers, 
‘Unknown Here, Are Stars in Southern Hemisphere.

NEW YORK, Nov. 30. 


HAT old line, “A Latin from 

Manhattan,” has come to mean 

considerably more to our South 
and Central American neighbors 
than was originally contemplated 
by the writers of the once popular 
song. Thanks to the short wave 
radio, thousands of lIisteners be- 
yond the Rio Grande are getting 
on more intimate terms with their 
northern cousins without benefit of 
diplomatic formalities. 


Those who approve the policies 
of Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
and Undersecretary Sumner Welles 
in their efforts to cultivate a feel- 
ing of fellowship in the hearts of 
the South American relatives, are 
certainly going to have to find a 
place in history for Dinah Shore, 
soloist for a swing band, and others 
like her. 

A recent short wave broadcast 
from the New York studios of 
National Broadcasting Co. took 
Miss Shore’s blue tones as far 
south as Cape Horn. Shortly there- 
after the following letter in its 
original Spanish was received from 
a gaucho or rancher of the Domin- 
ican Republic: 

“I am a constant lfStener of your 
‘Rhythm and Dance’ program. Be- 
cause you present American dance 
music on your program exclusively, 
it is one of my favorite shows and 
I am a sincere lover of ‘swing mu- 
sic.’ Along with other listeners, I 
too consider Dinah Shore as my 
favorite artist. 

“You can’t imagine how much in 
love I am with that brunette. You 
can’t imagine the joy I felt when 
on last Wednesday I listened to 
her speak in Spanish through your 
microphones. Please be so kind as 
to send me a photograph (auto- 
graphed) of that lovely SoutHérner 
whose name is Dinah Shore, and, 
if possible, I would like to have 
you play on next Wednesday’s pro- 
gram (your all-request program) 
Miss Shore’s and my favorite song, 
‘The Nearness of You.’ (Signed) 

“RAIMUNDO PEDRO BOBEA.” 

It is doubtful that even Secre- 
tary Hull’s strongest boosters could 
produce a letter showing a strong- 
er desire on the part of a Latin- 
American to enter into happier re- 
lations with the United States. 
And it is of a piece with many that 
are received for other radio per- 
formers, it was said at NBC inter- 
national division studios. Another 
example is a note from Atilio Avilez 
of Rosario, Argentina: 

“Last night I listened for the 
first time to a voice full of vitality 
and true Latin sentiment. You 
announced her as ‘Tana.’ Who is 
this girl? Has she ever been in 
South America? Is ‘Tana’ her real 
name? Please pardon all these 
questions, but her unique way of 
singing Latin songs has aroused 
the curiosity of all of us who listen 
to your programs in my home.” 

That Secretary Hull has taken 
cognizance of the good will services 
resulting from short wave radio 
broadcasting was demonstrated by 
his letter sent recently to Lunsford 
P. Yandell, director of international 
commercial broadcasting: 

“In my judgment,” Secretary Hull 
said, “every form of international 
communication which creates clos- 
er relationships and a better under- 
standing between the people of the 
21 American Republics is of par- 
ticularly great- value at this time.” 

With broadcasts of music, enter- 
tainment, dramatics, discussions 
and news, short wave stations of 
this nation are beamed at the other 
America. It began little more than 
two years ago, more or less as an 
experiment. Today, beside m#king 
the extended hand of fellowship 


something more than an idle ges- 
ture, broadcasting to Latin America 
has developed into a big business, 
with United States corporations 
now sponsoring many of the pro- 
grams. 

The American radio audience in 
the southern section of the hemi- 
sphere has been tapped. It has 
its favorite programs and its fa- 
vored performers and announcers, 


Unbeknownst to most radio listen- 


ers in the United States a new 
group of radio stars has appeared, 
but they shine only in the South 
American sky. 

Few English speaking radio 
listeners know the name of Rafael 
Herrera, but it is a by-word in 
dance loving Latin countries. He 
receives a minimum of 35 or 40 
fan letters daily. An American by 
the name of Fred Smith, he is 
master of ceremonies of the short- 
wave “Hit Parade” program, pre- 
senting the music of well known 
dance orchestras. He discovered by 
his mail that the most popular dance 
music in Latin America is supplied 
via radio by Tommy Dorsey, Artie 
Shaw, Glenn Miller and Benny 
Goodman. 

His following, Smith (or Herrera) 
said, is preponderantly jitterbug. 
Miss Shore’s popularity is an ex-

ception to this rule, he said. Miss 
Shore does not jitter but sings on 
the blues side, but there is some- 
thing in her Southern accent that 
gets them below the Gulf. Herrera 
(or Smith) said that another ex- 
ception was the reception of “I'll 
Never Smile Again.” It has been 
played as a request number more 
than any other place. He doesn’t 
know why.

MITH not only makes announce- 

ments and explanations in Span- 

ish as his part of the program, 
but discusses the background of a 
song when something can be said, 
such as the story of the grief-strick- 
en widow who composed “I'll Never 
Smile Again.” Then, whenever pos- 
sible, he invites band leaders to 
the studio to speak to their distant 
audience. When they are unable 
to enunciate Spanish words, Her- 
rera translates after they speak in 
English. 

Sport fans in the United States 
are virtually unacquainted with 
the name of Eli B. Canel but “Buck” 
Canel is as well known a radio 
sport reporter in Latin America 
as Ted Husing is here. Not infre- 
quently, the Latin ear mistakes

his name, however, as mail comes 
addressed to “Bascanelly.” The 
cruelest cut of all, ne said, was 
when one letter came directly to 
him, in care of NBC, distinctly ad- 
dressed to “Back Channel.” 

Another program for Spanish- 
American listeners, “Serenata La- 
tina,” is sent out each Tuesday. It 
is conducted by South American 
artists in New York. Its most 
popular star is Julio M. Oyan- 
guren of Uruguay. Others include 
Graciela Parraga, Cuba; Elsie 
Houston and Candido Bothelho of 
Brazil; Tito Coral, Argentina, and 
Lupita Palomera and Tito Guiazar 
of Mexico. American songs that 
lend themselves to Spanish or Por- 
tuguese translation is the special- 
ty of this hour, but even this role 
was abandoned in face of the pop- 
ular demand for “T ll Never Smile 
Again.” 

Then there is the regular event:

Olivares, singer and musician cur- 
rently engaged at Radio City Music 
Hall. He broadcasts all outstanding 
musical events. A Toscanini broad- 
cast will find Milton Cross speak- 
ing into one microphone for the 
benefit of listeners in the United 
States, and Olivares chattering 
Spanish into the other.

Alfredo Barrett and Miss De- 
schamps also play a radio sketch 
regularly, describing some of the 
interesting excursions in and around 
New York. It may be a trip to 
Chinatown, a visit to the Statue of 
Liberty or across the bay on the 
Staten Island ferry, “the poor 
man’s cruise.” Thus is an effort 
made to show something of living 
in this furthest north of the 21 
republics.

If, as a 
boy, you can learn to get along 
with all kinds of people, fit your- 
self into groups of various sizes 
and purposes and acquire a clear 
picture of life around you, you 
have the surest possible start to 
moving successfully into the more 
complicated life of.a man.

Schmitz last played with the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra in No- 
vember, 1934. Recognized as the 
pioneer of the modern school of 
music, he also is steeped in the 
best classical traditions and is a 
noted performer of Bach music. He 
has had many years of close asso- 
ciation with modern musicians, in- 
cluding Claude Debussy of whom 
he was a friend when a young man. 


He founded and directed the 
choral and orchestral “Association 
des Concerts Schmitz” in Paris. The 
organization was dissolved in 1914 
because of the war. Since 1920 he 
has filled more than a thousand 
concert engagements’ throughout 
the world, including solo appear- 
ances with all of the leading sym- 
phony orchestras.

BLITZKRIEG 


HE democratic world was edified last month by a backfiring 
7 . On October 28, after failing to bully Greece 


blitzkrieg 

into a Ttaly to establish war bases in its territory, 
‘Mussolini launched his on an invasion of the little 
kingdom. Fascist Greek cities and mechanized 
land forces clat fearsomely across the border from 
Albania, It was expected to he a lightning war, a campaign 
that in a few weeks would a 
square miles in area, defended by a small army scantily 
supplied with modern fighting materials. But within a month 
the invasion was in reverse: The Greeks had not only chased 
the invaders out of Greece, but had carried the war into Italian 
territory; they had captured Koritza, one of the main Italian 
bases in Albania, and were forcing their way deep into that 
Italian-held country in pursuit of their foes. : 

One reason for the invasion's failure was the fact that the 
Greeks were not taken by surprise; they had had time to place 
troops, to establish supply lines and to conceal air fields. 
Another was that Italian aviation did not have things all its 
own way; British planes got into action quickly, and, with the 
small Greek air force, attacked enemy troops, depots and 
aircraft. Still another factor was the difficulty of using 
mechanized equipment in the mountainous country along the 
Greek-Albanian border—a difficulty increased by the rains of 
last month. Probably the decisive element in the campaign, 
however, was the way the Greeks fought—their spirit and their

They 
stopped the columns, and presently other Greeks cut across the 
enemy's lines of communication, isolating the invading armies 
from their bases. Then from all sides Greeks—evzones and less 
picturesquely uniformed troops—swarmed on their foes with 
hond grenades and bayonets. Roads, ravines and craggy 
heights were scenes of Hand-tohand combat. The Italians 
turned back, and their retreat was through a gantlet of steel; 
they abandoned quantities of equipment in their haste. The 
Greeks pursued closely; frivolous swinging skirts chased the 
proud plumes of Alpirie veterans. Where the 
permitted, they harried the retreating troops with cavalry. 
Around Koritza they took height after height and placed their 
artillery to dominate the town. Some of the positions they 
stormed with bayonets; they dodged behind trees and rocks 
as they advanced in imitation of American Indian fighting. 
After an 1l-day battle, the Greeks took Koritza. From there, 
and in other sectors of the front, they continued to press the 
pursuit, as the Italians strove, apparently, to reach Porto Edda 
on the coast. |

N THE 1830's Sir William Drum- | 


mond Stewart, a Scot, spent. 
several years on the American 
frontier and was so impressed. by 
what he saw that he induced a 
young artist to return with him to the 
region and make sketches of its 
picturesque life to serve as patterns 
for large oil paintings. The artist 
was Alfred Miller of Baltimore. In 
1837 and 1838 he and Sir William 
roamed the wild country west of the 
Mississippi where trappers, traders 
and. Indians flourished, and the 
artist, in 200 “spot” sketches, set 
down a remarkable pictorial record 
of this period in the history of the 
West. A hundred of the sketches, 
with the artist's notes on the pictures, 
were obtained three years ago by 
Mrs. Clyde Porter of Kansas City; 
she had found them in the
